A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants presented argunients that the prior art fails to show "the 
refrigerant when entering said oil separator experiencing a deflection in an azimuthal direction in relation to the central 
axis and being guided in said azimuthal direction by an inner wall face of said outer housing and an outer wall face of 
said motor housing in order to deposit oil thereon". Examiner agrees. However, claim as written is not specific to such 
a limitation. Claim 37 will be amended to positively recite limitations directed to "a deflection unit is arranged so as to 
be located opposite the exit opening and this deflection unit has deflection surfaces which deflect the gaseous 
refrigerant exiting from the exit opening into the azimuthal directions". Claims 1-36 will be amended to become 
depending on claim 37. The Examiner will reconsider and conduct an updated search and when formally submitted. 
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
